2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art of record, it is believed that the present invention is novel and 
non-obvious wherein none disclose an apparatus including a base unit, a power supply 
connected to the base unit, a driving and switching circuit connected to and powered 
by the power supply, a first plug portion connected to the driving and switching 
circuit, a detachable autonomous liquid droplet dispensing cartridge detachably 
engageable with the first plug portion, the cartridge including a second plug matingly 
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engageable with the first plug portion, first and second airless bags for storing first 
and second nebulizable liquids, respectively, and a casing enclosing the first and 
second bags, a nebulizer connected to each bag by a respective inlet of an interface so 
that when the nebulizer operates and first and second liquids are contained in the first 
and second bags, the first liquid flows from the first bag and the second fluid flows 
from the second bag so that the first and second liquids are mixed in a space before 
being nebulized into a combined mist by the nebulizer, wherein the nebulizer is 
electrically connected to the power supply and controlled by the driving and switching 
circuit when the second plug portion is matingly engaged to the first plug portion.
